Mr. Ratliff has been in public life 
a great deal of the time of his 
sixteen years residence in the city 
of Ada and Pontotoc county. 
He 
was a member of the first and 
second legislatures from this coun­ 
ty and is said to have made a 


active and alert to the best interest 
of the city and county. 
In 1912 Mr. Ratliff was elected 
mayor of the city and held the 
office for three successive terms, 
indicating that his service in the 
capacity of head of the city’s affairs 
was satisfactory to the majority of 
the voters. 
Before the commission 
form of government was adopted 
he was a member of the old city 
council from the second ward, and 
it is said by many that there is 
no man in Ada better acquainted 
with the working machinery of the 
city than is Mr. Ratliff.

21.—Sweeping with him the entire 
assemblage of teachers who packed 
the high school auditorium during 
the morning session, R. H. Wilson, 
state superintendent of public in­ 
struction, outlined between storms 
of applause, a plan for Initiative 
legislation to obetain an additional 
six mill blanket levy for educational 
purposes.

DEBTS; THE UNITED STATES MAY ACQUIRE THEM 
ROUGH STRAW IS HIGHLY FAVORED THIS

It is reported that France may 
part with a number of her terri­ 
torial possessions in payment of her 
large war debt.

I understand the Governor has 
called a special session of the Ok­ 
lahoma Legislature to vote upon 
the Suffrage 
Amendment

United States Constitution. 
Before you vote to rthis meaasure 
I beg you to consider— 
(1) That such ratification would 
not benefit the women of Oklahoma 
who already have the right to vote 
under their State Constitution. 
(2) That you will be surrender­ 
ing to the Federal Government Ok­ 
lahoma’s control over her own suf­ 
frage, a necessary attribute of sov­ 
ereignty, without which she ceases 
to be a state and becomes a mere 
province. 
3) That you will vote to force 
suffrage upon the negro women of 
Maryland, Virginia, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Georgia, Alabama, 
Mississippi, Florida and Louisiana, 
against the will of the people of 
those states. 
(4) You are not responsble to 
the people of those states either 
politically, socially or morally. Is it 
not the fair and decent thing to per­ 
mit them to solve their own diffi­ 
cult and delicate race problem in 
their own way and to decide for 
themselves who shall and who shall 


not vote according to the necessities 
of their own local conditions? 
(5) Many of your Oklahoma peo­ 
ple come from those states and are 
bound to their people by social, 
business, and political ties.

Mg the right of suffrage to women. 
Mr. Farria: 
Mr. Speaker, I do not 
Improve of or believe in picketing the 
ffhite House, the National Capitol, or 
my other station to bring about votes 
Mr women. I do not approve of wild 
Militancy, hunger strikes, and efforts 
if that sort. I do not approve of the 
muroe of those women that throw 
themselves in front of horses, become 
agitators, lay off their womanly quali­ 
ties in their efforts to secure votes. 
I do not approve of aaything unwom­ 
anly anywhere, any time, and my 
course today in supporting this suf­ 
frage amendment is not guided by 
•ach conduct on the part of a very 
lew women here or elsewhere. 
[Ap­ 
plause.] 
Friends of mine in this House have 
ioubts and forebodings as to the ad- 
risahility of giving women the right 
lo vote, fearful of negro domination 
M the South end petticoat domination 
in the North. 
I entertain no such 
fears 
Mr. Bagsdale: 
Will the gentleman 
field? 
Mr. Ferris: I can not yield in the 
short time allotted. 
If there were in fact danger of ne­ 
gro domination or it this amendment 
would contribute to it I, too, would

We eve told by the opponents of 
mffrage that there ate many thou­ 
sands of good womep in the country 
who de not cere to exercise the right 
to vote and are in fact opposed to giv­ 
ing the -franchise to women. 
I do 
get deny this statement, hut I answer 
It by saying that in my opinion there 
em but a small per cent of (he 14,- 
ItO.OdO women affected by this amend­ 
ment that are really and In fact op­ 
posed to granting suffrage. I also as­ 
sort that they have no good or suffl- 
tftant right to stand in the way of the 
major portion of the good women of 
me country who earnestly hope and 
prep that this right may be given to 
mom. I answer it further by laying 
lf this amendp’ent Is passed to­ 
day and later becomes tho law and 
lull franchise to women is given, It is 
not mandatory. 
No woman is com­ 
pelled to exercise the right 
It Is 
merely a privilege which she may ex­ 
ercise or let alone at her option, at 
her pleasure, in her own way. How 
can this offend tho* * who do not favor 
ft—naught hut pt:r^ self shness would 
prompt one to der' to ochers a right 
they them*rt»~e3 *** not deairs. 
I hear oM-o~s d • 'n" the course of 
this debate say that to confer the 


right of usffrage upon woman lo hut 
to degrade and debase her, but I deny 
any and ail such arguments and arn 
sert them to be both iallscious and 
untrue. In the State of Wyoming suf­ 
frage has prevailed for almost a ball 
century. I deny that the women are 
debased or mannish in Wyoming or 
that the men are mollycoddles, 
in 
the neighboring State of Colorado, 
where suffrage bas been the accepted 
doctrine tor many years, it him neith­ 
er degraded the women nor feminized 
the men, but it has strengthened and 
helped both sexes, it is true through­ 
out the IS States that have suffrage 
[Applause.] 
Opponents of equal suffrage today 
shrug their shoulders and jeer at the 
thought of enfranchising 14,000,000 
American women. 
I can remember 
when the talk of elect ton of Senators 
by a popular vote brought jeers from 
many of these same gentlemen—it 
brings no jeers today. 
I can well remember when the sub­ 
ject of rural routes brought jeers 
through the newspapers o. u.e to-u- 
try, brought jeers through the Con­ 
gressional Record, brought jeers from 
the members of Congress—it brings 
no jeers today. I can remember when 
the question of prohibition brought 
jeers—like .the rest, it brings no jeers 
today. Woman suffrage today and in 
th *g dq^ate has brought jeers from 
the opponent?, but it, like the rest, 
will bring no jeers on the coming mor­ 
row, for the enfranchisement and 
gentling influences that come with re­ 
sponsibility of 14,000,000 women will 
and can not long be the subject of 
jeers by thoughtful people anywhere 
or at any time. 
[Applause.] 
We are told today by the opponents 
of suffrage that many women of the 
land will not exercise the right to 
vote even if it be given them, and 
in that they tell the truth. In my own 
State some 40,000 male voters each 
year fail to exercise the right. Still 
none will be so bold as to say becauss 
a few fail to exercise the right that 
it shall even be denied them, much 
less the denial of the right to those 
male electors who do desire to vote. 
To me there is no answer to the 
question that if a good woman desires 
to vote, why should she not ho given 
the right to do so? This question has 
not been answered in this dsbate to­ 
day. It has not bean answered in pre­ 
ceding debates. 
It will not be an­ 
swered in succeeding debates, for 
there is no just and adequate an­ 
swer to the question that lf a good 
woman doslres the right to vote It 
should be given to her. [Applause.] 
No, Mr. Speaker, this question to­ 
day Is a great national Issue—one in­ 
volving the rights of our mothers, our 
wives, our daughters, our women. It 
will never be settled until It Is set­ 
tled right. Most of them have asked 
it with upturned face, feeling that It 
would benefit them, would help them, 
ennoble them, and strengthen them. 
It Is ours to give or withhold. For 
mo and mine, I am In favor of giving 
It to them ungrudgingly, trot, because 
I believe It Is right; second, becense 
I can find no sound or satisfying ar­ 
gument, logic, or reason that would 
justify a course in opposition to it; 
third, In substance, in truth, and In 
fact, tho tour great political platforms 
of tho Inst election promised equal 
suffrage to women as to men.

In view of the charges made 
by Governor Allen of Kansas alleging the needless slaughter 
of Kansas troops, it may be pertinent to note that Oklahoma 
lost far more men than Kansas and endured that loss with­ 
out complaint. Oklahomans took those losses as a part of the 
grim toll taken of her sons in theii; matchless fight for free­ 
dom.

Before claiming as a deduction in 
the preparation of an Income-Tax 
return “all the ordinary and neces­ 
sary expenses paid or incurred dur--make their home, 
ing the taxable year in carrying 
on any trade or business,” it must 
be determined just what constitutes 
a trade or business. 
“Trade or business” has been held 
to include professions and vocations. 
The trade or business of an individ­ 
ual is the pursuit of an occupation 
to which he devotes wholly or in 
part his time and attention for the 
purpose of livelihood or profit. A 
single transaction or a series of 
isolated transactions is not regarded 
a s'a business. 
A person may carry on more than 
one business or trade if he de­ 
votes sufficient time and attention 
to each enterprise, and may claim 
as deductions the business qppenses 
of each. Mere investment of capi­ 
tal for profit, however, is not suf­ 
ficient to allow such claim. For ex­ 
ample, a merchant in vesting in 
oil stocks who desires to visit the 
scene of operations may not include 
.the cost of the journey as a business 
expense. 
Allowable Items 
From bis gross sales, a manufac­ 
turer or merchant should deduct 
the cost of goods sold during the 
year, the result being his gross in­ 
come for the year. In this compu­ 
tation he should take into consid­ 
eration the inventories of goods on 
hand at the beginning and end of 
the 
taxable year. 
From his gross income he is al­ 
lowed to deduct as business ex­ 
penses such items as salaries and 
wages, rent paid for use of business 
property in which taxpayer has no 
equity, interest on business indebt­ 
edness to others, taxes on business 
and business property, minor re­ 
pairs, a reasonable allowance for 
wear and tear of property used in 
business, and losses 
of 
business 
property by fire, storm, or other cas­ 
ualty, or by theft, when not com­ 
pensated for by insurance or other­ 
wise. Bad accounts actually charged 
off because they were ascertained 
during the year to be worthless 
may also be claimed as a deduc­ 
tion. 
The smaller idcidentaal expenses, 
such as advertising, freight, express, 
postage, stationery, telephone, etc., 
are also deductible items.

NEW YORK, Feb. 22.—Over 1,- 
500„000 Jews in the Ukraine are 
organised to leave for Palestine, as 
soon as that country is opened to 
receive world mass-migration on a 
large scale. 
Meier Grossman, member of the 
Jewish National Assembly of the 
Ukraine and head of the London 
Jewish Correspondence Bureau, h^« 
made this statement in an interview 
given out by the Zionist Organiza­ 
tion of America, with whom he is 
now conferring over the problems 
incident to the virtual depopulation 
of Jewish Ukraine in the intense 
desire of over half the Jews there 
to emigrate to the Holy Land. 
"The majority of the Ukraine 
Jews are ready at any moment to 
emigrate at the greatest of sacri­ 
fices, from that country, which to 
them is a nightmare of bloody pog­ 
roms, and settle in Palestine," he 
declared. "The intense desire to live 
iu Palestine has even spread among 
those Jews who never had any reg­ 
ulations with Zionism or with Jew­ 
ish politics. 
"In hundreds of cities and villag­ 
es, groups of Jews stand ready to 
leave behind them all their proper­ 
ty aud stm t for Palestine, as soon 
as through the establishment of the 
British mandate, the country will 
be opened to extensive immigration. 
"Delegates from all the Jewish 
stettlements in the Ukraine are pro­ 
ceeding daily to Odessa to investi­ 
gate the possibilities of starting at 
once* for the Holy Land. 
Odessa, 
Sebastopol, and other seaports are 
crowded with these advance guards 
who spend their last cent in older 
to try to find a way to get to Pal­ 
estine at once." 
Mr. Grossman reiterated the re­ 
ports that the local Zionist organ­ 
izations in Odessa, Constantinople 
and other seaports, are unable in 
many cases to cope with the intense 
desire of these people to start out 
for Palestine, regardless of whether 
they are in position to leave or 
whether the country is ready to re­ 
ceive them. 
He confirmed the re­ 
port of Isaac Ro80ff, President of 
the Zionist Organisation of Russia 
that hundreds of young men are 
breaking through the restriction of 
the Zionist organisation and setting 
out for Palestine from the Black Sea 
and Mediterranean ports in fishing 
smacks. 
Through the Palestine Restoration 
Fund Campaign, the Zionist Organ­ 
isation of America is raising $10,- 
000,000 
throughout 
the 
United 
States this year, in order to start 
the vast 
reconstruction 
program 
which must be completed before 
Palestine will be in a position to 
absorb the millions of Jews through­ 
out the world, awaiting the moment 
when they can emigrate there. 
In connection with this 'restora­ 
tion work,, Mr. Grossman pointed 
out that many of the 1,500,000 Uk­ 
rainian Jews are already organised 
into various Industrial and agri­ 
cultural cooperative groups, plan­ 
ning to systematise the mass-mi- 
gration and prevent a mad, unscien­ 
tific rash to Palestine as soon as the 
gates are opened. 
"There are approximately 100,- 
000 farm ers - waiting to leave," he 
continued, "who will be a tremen­ 
dous asset to the future agricultural 
development of Palestine. They are 
busy organising their 
cooperative 
units, at the same time that they 
are teaching thousands of Jews the 
principles of farming, so that they 
will be economic assets in the ag­ 
ricultural life of the new Jewish 
Homeland.

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WORSE THAN AN ENEMY 


In every contest a fool friend is the worst of enemies. It is 
m easy matter to defeat an enemy. He can be out-witted. He 
can be guarded against. He can be disco mfitted. Known to be 
an enemy it is possible to observe his activities and to prepare 
a defense against which he fights in vain. But the fool friend 
is the one who carries dynamite. He is almost certain to blow 
up the defenses and leave thp works open to an irresistibe at­ 
tack. He is more dangerous than a hundred enemies. 
The labor forces of America have hhd occasion to regret 
the presence within its ranks of over-zealous agitators. Not the 
least occasion of regret is the recent action of the painters un­ 
ion of Chicago. 
This union with only one dissenting vote 
adopted a rule that no member of the American Legion can 
be a member of its order. The Legion was denounced as “the 
tool of capitalism.” Another resolution was adopted denounc­ 
ing the nation-wide round up of the Reds. This action of the 
government was branded as an attempt to destroy Union La­ 
bor. To finish up the day's work the painters asked congress 
to seat Victor Berger. 
A few more fool stunts like thope of the Chicago painters 
and Union Labor will be out of court. The American people 
believe in the American Legion and know that it is not the 
tool of capitalism. 
The American people demand adequate 
protection from the machinations of revolutionists and heartily 
favor the arrest of all criminals regardless of the crime or af­ 
filiations of the offqndor. The American people are opposed 
to the seating of Victor Berger. 
The American people are 
opposed to every step taken by the painters of Chicago. 
The round-up of the Reds will neither destroy nor injure 
Union Labor unless Union Labor itself is Red. And the arrests 
of all the Russian anarchists in America will not injure Union 
Labor one tenth as much as such fool tactics as those pursued 
by the Chicago painters will do. By a single day's work they 
have identified their cause with that of the dirtiest gang of dy­ 
namiters and cut throats that ever escaped the gallows for a 
season. 
And the unfortunate feature of their delinquency is 
that thoughtless thousands of people will consider the painters 
representative of £heir organization and believe that every Un­ 
ion Labor man in the country sympathizes with their action. 
Union Labor has done a wonderful work for the laboring 
classes of America. 
The most prejudiced opponent of labor 
will admit that labor conditions as a rule are infinitely better 
than they were twenty years ago. Its record of achievement is 
a splendid record, and the major part of its accomplishment 
is due to the respect it has commanded from all classes and to 
the good will of all parties. 
Without that respect and that 
good will its program would have been long delayed if not de­ 
stroyed utterly. 
Union Labor can afford to lose almost any­ 
thing but the respect of the American people. 
Here in Oklahoma labor's program has. received respect­ 
ful attention from executive and legislature. At the last state 
convention of the organization its leading official reported to 
the convention that the last legislature gave labor more than 
any prior legislature had ever done. Of course it never has 
won everything it asked for. Perhaps it never expected to. But 
its success in this state has been due to the respect legislators 
have had for its membership. They might oppose some meas­ 
ure it requested, but they always believed that its members 
were loyal, patriotic citizens. And if this respect is destroyed 
by such tactics as have disgraced the Chicago painters, it will 
have won its last legislative battle in Oklahoma for many, 
many years. No legislator will be willing to support any pro­ 
gram submitted by a class suspected of disloyalty. No legislator 
can afford to support it. It is imperative that labor free itself 
of all such riff-raff as the painters of Chicago if it hopes to 
long survive.

BOSTON, Feb. 22.— A student in 
an American, university can be suc­ 
cessful in study, sports and social 
life even when compelled to support 
himself throughout his college ac- 
reer, according to the findings of an 
inquiry conducted at Harvard. 
Pov­ 
erty, the investigators report, is not 
an insuperable barrier to students 
who have initiative and courage. 
The inquiry showed that some 
self-supporting students earned as 
much as $5,000 or more in their 
four years at the university and that 
it was not unusual for a student 
to earn $3,000, stand well In his 
classes and be a leader in student 
activities. 
One man earned the latter sum 
belonged to four college clubs, row­ 
ed on the ’varsity crew and 
was 
among the best known men at col­ 
lege. 
Another who earned a similar 
amount was an officer of his class, 
was elected to three clubs, sang in 
the Glee Club and was first marshal 
of Phi Beta Kappa. 
A student who 
earned his way from start to finish 
and was captain of the university 
team told the inquirers that the fact 
that he was self-supporting did not 
so far as he knewT exclude him from 
any of the club life at college. 
In 
fact every man interviewed, except 
two, said the self-supporting student 
was at no disadvantage nor under 
any social stigma. 
On the contrary 
many stated that college men were 
likely to admire a man more because 
he was earning his way. 
Some of th<f occupations which en­ 
abled Harvard men to pay their way 
were those of waiter, tutor, reporter 
artist’s model, bookkeeper, farm lab- 
borer, day laborer, organist, choir 
singer ,clerk, musician in orchestra, 
editorial writer, social service work­ 
er, ticket taker,, librarian, athletic 
coach, physical director, tire builder 
and steward.

his expenses with a minimum expen­ 
diture of time was tutoring or act­ 
ing as a tutor-companion.
